The history of the plant which ad- 
joins th« property ot tho Humbert Tin 
Plate Company Is Interesting. 


It consists of nine bttlldlnga, and has 


«n acreage of nine and a halt acres. 
All the buildings are substantial ones, 
constructed of goad material suitable 
for 
manufacturing 
purposes. 
The 


buildings were originally built for the 
blayurakor-Barry lock works, and nf- 
ler this [tilled the Baldwin Automo- 
bile Company took hold ot tho plant. 
This was In 1900. In 1005 the property 
was turned over to tteorgo Humbert 
as receiver and after his death It went 
Into the hand* of Jaslah fi. Kurtz, 
who on March 11. 190$. sold It to Owen

manufacture brake shoes for railroad 
and street cars. 
It Is ctnlmed that 


by a special process that brake uncos 
for cars ot a superior nuallty can bo 
manufactured by the process to be In- 
stalled nt South Conuellsvllle. At the 
present time the railroad ofllcials say 
that cars average eight brake shoes to 
r. car In continuous operation on the 
roads in Western Pennsylvania nnd 
tor the especially constructed shoes to 
be made at Mouth Conneltsvllle It Is 
claimed this maximum can be reduced. 


Mr. Cohagnn and Mr. Murphy were 


non-commltal about the details of the 
deal, but both remarked that the deal 
bad been closed.
